A business men's promotion com¬ 
mittee has been organized at Hettlds- 
burg for the purpose of advertising 
and improving the city. 

J. M. Welsh of Stockton, president 
of the San Joaquin Valley Batik Hint 
manager of the Stockton Milling 
Company, died last week after a ling¬ 
ering illness, llis estate is worth 81,- 
000,000. 

Stephen Arana, who threw a piece 
of wood through the window of a 
Southern Pacific car at Santa Cruz 
and injured a woman passenger, was 
sentenced to six months’ imprison¬ 
ment in the County Jail. 

Patrick Walsh, a stevedore residing 
at 521 Bryant street, San Francisco, 
was fatally injured by falling from 
the deck of the steamer Mongolia to 
the bottom of the steamer’s ninth 
hatch, and received a fractured skull. 

Byrd Surby of Oak Flat, who was 
with the Government Fish Commis¬ 
sion on the summit, of Mount Whit¬ 
ney. was struck by lightning and kilt 
ed. It is said to be the first, death 
from lightning that ever occurred on 
Mount Whitney. 

A gang of robbers who have been 
making their headquarters in the Ca 
aado del Ore of the Catalina Moun¬ 
tains, Arizona, rode up to the Bayliss 
ranch, thirty miles north of Tucson, 
Monday, and robbed four men of 
their watches and 8200 in money. 

Acting Governor Alden Anderson 
granted Thomas Griffin, who had 
served live years in San Quentin Pris¬ 
on, a pardon. Griffin was released in 
1901 but was not restored to citizen 
ship, and the .sssuauce of the pardon 
was a formality followed to cover the 
oversight. • 

Thomas Love, foreman of the Salt 
Lake construction work, died at the 
hospital in San Bernardino, where he 
had been taken delirious from expo¬ 
sure to the heat, of tho desert. He 
had lost his bearings and when found 
was unconscious and almost nude, his 
body being covered with great sun 
blisters. 

Emily Meyer, a girl employed at 
the factory of the California Canning 
Association in Oakland, bit her 
tong tie almost completely off as the 
result of a fall in the cannery. Her 
lower lip was also terribly bitten and 
her jaw was fractured by the fall. 
Sixteen stitches were required to close 
the wound. 

Albert J. Cox Jr., 1 years old, was 
knocked down and instantly killed by 
a trolley car in front of his home, 
1030 Folsom street, San Francisco. 
He had been sent across the street by 
his mother to buy some groceries and 
was prevented from seeing the car by 
a load of hay that chanced to be pass¬ 
ing at the time. 

J. H. Goodman and Jesus Martinez, 
a Mexican, fell four hundred feet 
from the top to the bottom of the 
Pittsburg and Hecla shaft, near Bis- 
bee, A. T., and both were instantly 
killed. The accident was due to the 
swaying of the bucket in which they I 
had just entered for the purpose of 
descending to the bottom of the shaft. 

The Castellar-street Schoolhouse, at” 
the corner of Castellar and College 
streets, Los Angeles, was totally de¬ 
stroyed by Are last week. The loss is 
conservatively estimated at 818,000, 
though the original cost of the build- | 
ing, was greatly in excess of this j 
amount. The loss is partially covered 
by insurance, which is 811,990 on the 
building and 81050 on its content!. 

Sonoma county’s hop crop this year 
is placed at 20,000 bales, a conserva¬ 
tive estimate, and a considerable in¬ 
crease over the previous season. The 
present Reason has been a splendid 
one for hops, the cool weather hold j 
ing the blooms back properly. The! 


yield of the State is estimated at 
about 55,000 bales, and Sonoma coun¬ 
ty will furnish more than one-third of 
the amount. 

Careless hunters who started a Are 
'on a ranch of A. Tomassi, in Alexan¬ 
der valley, Sonoma county, will be 
, prosecuted and compelled to pay for 
j the damage done. A large tree on the 
ranch was set on Are and this was 
communicated to the adjoining brush 
and stubble. More than twenty acres 
were burned over before the Are was 
i subdued, and considerable fencing 
^ was also destroyed. 

A remittur from the Supreme Court 
in the vaccination case has reached 
| the County Clerk of San Diego couu- 
i ty, affirming the decision of the lower 
| court that the vaccination law is con¬ 
stitutional. W. D. French brought 
suit because his four children had 
been excluded from the schools on 
account of not being vaccinated. The 
lower court sustained the action of 
the board and the teacher and the 
case was appealed. 

The Governor’s office at, Phoenix, 
V. T., has been advised that the Sec¬ 
retary of the Interior had ordered the 
opening of Black Mesa and the San 
; Francisco mountain forest reserves to 
live stock in order to afford tempo 
vary relief to the stock men of the 
northern counties of the Territory. 
Governor Brodie advised the secretary 
of the desperate conditions of live 
i stock, owing to the prolonged 
drought, recommending the tempo¬ 
rary relief which has been granted. 

M. T. Orcntt, a well-known oil man 
and for three years a resident of Los 
Angeles, ended his life in ,a room at 
a Main street hotel by taking poison 
some time last week. His body was 
found, fully dressed, lying on the 
i bed, by his friend, M. M. Davison, a 
real estate operator, who had been 
summoned by a letter written and 
posted by Orcutt. It. is supposed he 
took strychnine, as a glass containing 
a powder thought to be that, drug was 
found near the bed. Orcutt was 30 
years old. 

The blight which laid low nil the 
pear orchards of the Fresno district 
has struck the pear trees of Shasta 
1 county. The statement, is made on 
authority of O. N. Tharsing, a skilled 
orchard 1st. and member of the Shasta 
County Horticultural Board.

Tharsing is warn 
ing the orchardists that, unless they 
take prompt action nothing can stay 
the effects of the blight. 

BIG PRICE PUT ON HIS HEAD. 

Plot to Abduct a Chinese Refugee Now 
In New York City. 

New York.—The World says: A 
proclamation has been issued by the 
Chinese Embassy at Washington de 
nounciug Stian Man, who is a Chinese 
fugitive under sentence to be behead 
ed for revolutionary acts and utter 
ances. A reward of 850,000 is offered 
for his head. Snail has been in New 
York for some time. The Chinese 
Consul-General has put a “hoodoo” 
on all the residents of Chinatown who 
have helped to support Suan. 

A young Chinese student, who ar 
rived here from Canton a fortnight 
ago said: “Suan Man dare not re 
turn to Canton, for he would lose his 
head. A Chinese reward of 859,(XXI is 
not exorbitant in the case of a con 
demned revolutionary fugitive. A 
reward of 8100,000 was once offered 
for the head of a political refugee by 
the Dowager Empress.” 

The proclamation against Suan has 
been spread broadcast. There is said 
to be a plot to kidnap him and take 
him to China. 

England Protests Against Seizure. 

Port of Spain, Trinidad.—The Brit 
ish Minister at Caracas has strongly 
protested in the name of the English 
bondholders against the seizure b;> 
the Venezuelan Government of the 
asphalt lake at Guauaco, the property 
of the New York and Bermudese As¬ 
phalt Company, maintaining that the 
inteiests of the bondholders will be 
menaced unless the lake be immedi 
ately restored to the company. 

Blind Boy Drowns. 

Reno, Xev.—Walter Gow, a blind 
boy of Wiuuemucca, was drowned in 
the Humboldt river while bathing. 
The accident was witnessed by about 
twenty persons, who stood on the 
banks powerless to aid him. The lad, 
in company with a number of compa 
n ions, went into the stream together. 
He was frolicking with his compa 
nions when taken with cramps and 
drowned before aid could reach him.

The wife may well seek some 
new and fascinating way of saying, 
“Do stay!” rather than some new and 
strenuous way of saying, “You shall 
not go!" If It seems at first thought 
to. be beneath the woman’s dignity to 
contrive effective persuasions, she may 
reflect ttiat nature itself sets her the 
example. Sun and tain are none tho 
less powerful that they are silent and 
conservative forces. 

As Bussell Sage is regarded all over 
this country as a parsimonious man 
from whom nobody ever expected a 
generous, sympathetic or humane sen¬ 
timent to proceed, his article in the 
Independent ou "The Injustice of Va¬ 
cations” will probably excite no feel¬ 
ing but resentment and contempt, and 
still It contains Just enough truth to 
keep it from being absurd. .Mr. Sage’s 
indictment against "the vacation hab¬ 
it” wheu analyzed contains three 
counts. In the first place, iie thinks 
a vacation Is an outrage ou the legal 
rights of the employer. In the second 
place, he contends that a vacation in¬ 
stead of being a recuperative process 
depletes a mail’s vitality, wastes his 
money and returns him to his work a 
less valuable employe than ho was be¬ 
fore. In the third place, he charges 
that it betrays a want of business am¬ 
bition. In regard to the first objection 
it may be freely admitted, as Mr. Sage 
says, that there is no more justice in j 
an employe being paid for two weeks 
without working than-there would be j 
in his working two weeks without pay. I 
but that Ls not a fair statement of the 
case. The presumption is that the 
employe's pay is adjusted to tho vaca¬ 
tion habit. That this Is so is proved 
by the fact that vacations are not 
granted until employes have been a 
year In their positions. The second 
objection—that vacations do people 
more harm than good has just a grain 
of truth In tt. There is no doubt that 1 
a number of people return from their j 
vacations not only worn out but dis¬ 
gusted and deeply Impressed tuat they 
will never take another. Strange to 
say, however, there are people in good 
circumstances who have money enough : 
to pass the summer anywhere they 
please. With poor people the effect of 
the vacation is just the opposite. Tho 
hard-worked clerk ami the physical 
toller returns from his outing boasting 
aloud of his diversions and his im¬ 
proved health. That lie Is worth less 
to his employer than lie was before his 
vacation can not be true. Certainly 
employers do not seem to think so. 
In the third place, Mr. Sage thinks 
that if a young man has the proper 
a 111 1 1 ition to lie a good workman und Co 
rise In his business he will be loo much 
iu love with the workshop or the store 
to leave it for a vacation. Ho backs it 
up with his own example and says he 
lias never taken a day's vacation In 
elght.v-three years. This is the nanu 
as to say that If a man has a proper 
devotion to his business he will put 
every rule of health at defiance and do 
t he best he ean to work himself- to i 
dentil. Nobody thinks this except Mr. 
Sage. As a general thing the Amort 
caii people work loo hard and take too 
little rest and recreation. To Euro-, 
pen us they appear to be business mud 
and our own physicians are all agreed 
that this Incessant aetlvlty has made | 
nervous prostration n distinctively 
American disease. They say we need 
shorter hours and more holidays, and 
probably they are right about It. Still, 
everyone will agree with Mr. Huge 
that there ls a good deal of humbug 
about vacations, especially among well 
to do people. 

Shorn of His Power. 

In the closing days of the last ses 
slon of Congress, one of the Repre¬ 
sentatives from a Northern Slate was 
complaining ro a colleague of tho polit 
leal non-activity of a number of tils 
constituents whom lie had been influ¬ 
ential in placing in public offices. 

“There Is no use talking,” he said, 
"Ibis civil service business Is a hum¬ 
bug. 1 named four or five fellows for 
good jobs, and as soon as they got 
warm in their seats they snapped their 
fingers nl me. They felt that they 
were protected by the civil service, 
and made up their minds to lay down 
and not do any work." 

“That's nothing to a fellow that 1 
had appointed,” said tilt 1 other man, 
who hailed from one of tin* W estern 
States; "lie was worse than any of 
your fellowa.”

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Rural Free Delivery an Aid. 

At the recent Iuteriiatiinai Good : 
Roads (Convention, at St. Ixiuls, Hon. i 
Frauk E. Nevins, of the United States i 
PostofHee Department, delivered an 
address in which he suid: 

“The establishment of the rural free 
delivery of mail throughout the coun¬ 
try has produced a marked Improve¬ 
ment In the condition of the highways. 
When there is a prospect of rural free 
delivery in a community, work imme¬ 
diately begins on the roads. There 
are now In operation 23,1)00 rural 
, routes over which carriers travel 550, 
000 miles delivering mail to about 
0,000.000 people. More than 15,000 
bridges have been constructed over 
streams that would not have been 
built if it liad not been for the estab¬ 
lishment of the free delivery system. 
Nearly every portion of the country, 
where road conditions will warrant it, 
ls now supplied with this service. But 
in many sections the bud conditions of 
the roads, or the lack of bridges, pre¬ 
vent the extension of the service. The 
rural carrier of a standard route is 
now expected to travel about twenty- 
five miles each day to earn hts salary 
of $i>00 a year. He is required to fur 
uish and maintain his own outfit and 
team, and to give a bond of $500 for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 
Experience has demonstrated that this 
distance is too great ou account of the 
bad condition of the rouds. So many 
carriers have resigned, thereby cans 
ing much confusion and labor in the 
department, that the Congress Just ad 
journed has been compelled to mid 
$170 a year to tho salaries of the car¬ 
riers of tie* country. This increase of 
salaries amounts to about $4,000,000 a 
year additional that tlie department 
has to pay to maintain this service on 
account of bad roads. Over a good 
graveled or macadamized pike road a 
carrier ean easily make twenty-five 
miles a day six times a week. With 
the roads as they are. It ls a question 
whether the next Congress will not lie 
called upon to add another $4,000,000 
to the salaries of the carriers. 

“tinder the road laws of most of tlie 
Western States at the present time 
work is done upon the roads in tlie fall 
by the various road districts, when 
there Is no work to be done on the 
farms. In the spring ibis work dlsup-* 
pears. Nothing permanent remains, 
and the roads are in as bad condition, 
or worse, than they were before. The 
cost of $2,000 to $0,000 a mile for tlie 
construction of hard roads In this 
Western country ts too great, in most 
Instances, for road districts, townships 
and counties to bear; neither Is It 
right that they should hear the entire 
cost. The public at large, which shares 
directly or indirectly In tlie benefits, 
should contribute to the expense. 
There never will lie good roads in (his 
country until Ihe National Government 
takes the initiative in this movement, 
and the respective States of the Union 
Join in with liberal contributions, and 
tills again ls supplemented by local 
enterprise. Continental Europe, Eng¬ 
land and Ireland are covered with 
hard broad pikes built at the expense 
of the governments of those countries. 
No country In the world ever yet hail 
or ever will have permanent and pass¬ 
able highways constructed and main 
tallied by local authority'. 

“Sixty per cent of the population of 
tills country lives in the cities and vil¬ 
lages; 40 per cent lives in tlie country. 
It is not fair or Just to place the en¬ 
tire burden of good roads upon the 
shoulders of the farmer. The general 
public shares directly or indirectly tn 
the benefits and should bear the ex 
pense of an equitable tax for this pur¬ 
pose ou all assessable values. The 
weight of it upon the Individual would 
then be as light ns a summer shadow. 
While this specter of taxation may 
frighten some of our skittish country 
friends and cause theta to rear nnd 
plunge a little, they will find on closer 
inspection that the goblin is a harm¬ 
less creation of the imagination. They 
will get hack In benefits ten times 
more than*, they will pay out in taxes. 

“Why some of our friends spurn 
Government aid when it Is offered 
them 1 cannot understand. They claim 
to be opposed to it on principle, and 
can see no good in it. There are some 
people so constructed that when look 
ing into a pool of water they can nev- 
| er see the sky nnd the clouds above it 
I reflected on its surface, blit only the 
| mud at the bottom. 

“This Government never fails to do 
j the right thing in the end. It will not 
fail to do the right thing In this iu- 
i stance. The Impetus given to this 
| movement by a few progressive states¬ 
men who Introduced measures In Con¬ 
gress last winter authorizing national 
aid In the construction of highways, 
will ultimately produce the results 
aimed at. It cannot fail to do so be¬ 
cause the public interest demands it; 
the progress of the age demands it. 
the welfare and development of the 
country at large demand It, and it ls 
bound to come In spite of those who 
raise their voices in opposition to it.” 

Fewer Deaths by War. 

If a French writer on military sub¬ 
jects Is correct, the advocates of peace 
can no longer fall back upon war’s in¬ 
creasing destructiveness to human life 
as an argument On the contrary, he 
claims that experience shows that the 
greater the destructive power of mod- 


I ern rifles and artillery the less is the 
percentage of men killed. During the 
! Seven Years’ War betwen Germany 
and Austria and the dynastic wars of 
the eighteenth century the rival armies 
; opened fire at a distance of one hun¬ 
dred yards, and after the first few 
| volleys charged with the bayonet or 
! pike. The average loss In those wars 
was seventeen per cent of the total 
number of combatants. During the 
time of the Civil Revolution and the 
.Napoleonic era the losses were sixteen 
per cent. In the Italian war and Cri¬ 
mean war. with Improved weapons, 
the loss fell to fourteen per cent. In 
180(1. iu the war of Prussia against 
Austria, with Improved needle-guns 
ami greater distance, the losses w'ere 
seven per cent. In the Franeo-Prus- 
slan war the losses sank to five per 
cent. This Is both fortunate and un¬ 
fortunate. according to one’s view¬ 
point. But the financial argument for 
peace cannot be gainsaid. 

INVISIBLE HANDWRITING. 

Transfer Left by Ink Which May Be 
Readily Developed. 

In writing with certain forms of ink 
on ordinary paper, placing the sheet 
after thorough blotting in contact with 
a white sheet of paper, it is possible to 
make on this latter ail invisible trans¬ 
ference, which, as ii. A. Bertillon has 
shown, may be rendered visible by the 
use of certain methods. Iu fact, a let¬ 
ter placed for several hours between 
tlie leaves of a book will leave Its 
secret In this book, and a falsification 
in a ledger may be proved by the ex¬ 
amination of the page against which 
the falsified page rests. 

A .Swiss investigator (R. A. Iteiss, of 
Lausanne) has recently made investi¬ 
gations iu reference to the above phe¬ 
nomenon and In reference to the con¬ 
ditions under which it may be pro¬ 
duced. It appears that the forma¬ 
tion of tlie image depends principally 
on the Ink, although It was discovered 
that the latent image may be produced 
by nearly one-half of the Inks in cur¬ 
rent use, out of thirteen different varie¬ 
ties of Ink seven having produced a 
positive result. It further appeared 
that the formation of the Image de¬ 
pended upon the presence of acids in 
the colored mixture, the gum and tlie 
sugar having no part In the phenom¬ 
ena, although the paper on which the 
writing has been placed gives different 
results. The best results were obtained 
with paper well sized and polished, for 
tlie reason that the contact in tills ease 
is closer, thus favoring the production 
of the image. 

The duration of the contact is not 
necessarily long, in general a Don t an 
hour, while iu order to reveal tlie im¬ 
age two very simple measures are re¬ 
sorted to. The first method is to ap¬ 
ply the back of tlie sheet on which tlie 
latent image is supposed to be a warm 
iron, an ordinary flatiron, which ls held 
in plnce until the paper is slightly 
browned, after which the image will 
appear sometimes very clear and com 
plete. The other method does not make 
any change in the paper to be exam¬ 
ined, and consists in placing In con 
tact with the latter a sheet of nitrate 
of silver photographic paper for sev 
oral hours—six to twelve—the two 
sheets being exposed to the light. The 
photographic paper will completely 
blacken, but the latent image will 
stand forth very distinctly. It should 
lie stated that tlie leaf on which a 
lateut Image exists loses this image by 
contact with water or alcohol—Paris 
I'lllustration. 

Tlie Great Russian Lake. 

laike Baikal, which figures so much 
in the Oriental situation, is a some¬ 
what remarkable body of water. Its 
name ls a corruption of the Turkish 
Bel-kul, "rich lake”—the reference be 
ing. presumably to the valuable fish 
with which it swarms. 

Lake Baikal is tlie third largest body 
of wajer in Asia. Tlie Caspian and 
Aral seas are the two larger. Both are 
salt, however, while Baikal is fresh. 
It is, therefore, the largest fresh wa 
ter lake in Asia, and the sixtli in size 
in the world, tlie five Great Lakes of 
North America each exceeding it iu 
area. Its waters occupy a remarkable 
depression iu tho vast plateau of Cell 
tral Asia. The level of its waters is 
1,300 feet above the sea, while tlie bot¬ 
tom of tile lake is, In some places, 

| more than 3.000 feet below the sea 
level. Its depth is, therefore, 4,500 
feet iu the deepest parts. 

The lake is 330 miles long, and from 
nine and a quarter to forty miles wide, 
its waters are a deep blue, and re¬ 
markably clear. There are a number 
of islands in it; the largest Olkhon, is 
forty-two miles long. There are nn 
merous hot springs on the shores, and 
earthquake vibrations are frequent. 
The annual value of its salmon, star 
goon and other fisheries is about one 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars. 
Fresh water seals nre abundant, and 
they are caught for tlietr fur. It re 
oeives the waters of several sVeams. 
the main one being the Salnega River, 
eight hundred miles long. The upper 
Angara River, also of considerable 
size, euters Its northeastern end. Its 
outlet is the Lower Angara, on which 
Irkutsk Is situated. 

The reason why the Siberian itail 
road was not built around the southern 
end of the lake is that the solid rock 
of the mountains reaches to the wa¬ 
ter’s edge, and the task would be her¬ 
culean. Events in the Bast may com¬ 
pel it nevertheless.

SPHINX NO A^ORE A MY8TERY. I MOST THRIFTY OF NATIONS. 


It Is Nothing More than a Gigantic 
Image of Ra-Harinachle. 

Scientists of Washington confirm 
the reports which have been in circu¬ 
lation recently to the effect that the 
mystery surrounding the Sphinx has 
been solved. At the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution it was said that the stone en¬ 
igma sf the desert Is nothing more 
than a gigantic image of Ra-Harma 
chis, the god of morning and the con¬ 
queror of darkness, hence It faces th« 
east. This discovery was made recent¬ 
ly by means of the inscriptions on the 
walls of a temple which was unearth¬ 
ed by excavators. 

! Scholars uncovered the foundations 
16 f the great statue and have brought 
to light many interesting features 
which until recently were unknown. 

, The temple surrounding the base was 
Intended for the worship of Harrna- 
chis, and several chambers hewn In 
the rock were tlie tombs of kings and 
priests devoted to his worship. In 
1896 there was discovered a stone cap 
with a sacred asp carved on the fore¬ 
head, which once covered the head of 
the Sphinx like a royal helmet, and 
must have added immensely to its 
grandeur, particularly if it was gilded, 
at it is believed it was. 

The Sphinx Is not an independent 
structure. The body and head are act¬ 
ually hewn out of the solid rock, but 
much sandstone masonry was built in 
to make the outlines perfect and cover 
defects in the material. This re-en¬ 
forcement of the original rock is very 
apparent now to a close observer, but 
originally they were concealed, for 
scientists believe that the entire image 
was once covered with enamel. In¬ 
deed, it is possible even now to find 
fragments still adhering to the surface 
which resemble porcelain tiles found 
In tombs and the ruins of tlie ancient 
galaces. Several private collectors and 
some museums have large blocks of 
most brilliant colorings und artistic de¬ 
sign, and from them we ean imagine 
what an Imposing spectacle the great 
statue must have been before the 
Persians and the Mohammedans de¬ 
stroyed its glory. 

While It ls still an Impressive pic¬ 
ture, it has no beauty whatever. The 
nose, the lips and other features have 
been mutilated by vandals, among 
whom the French soldiers under Napo¬ 
leon are said to have been the most 
vicious, but the defacement began be¬ 
fore the Christian era, when Oamby- 
ses Invaded Egypt and made it a prov¬ 
ince of the Persian Empire. The ex¬ 
pression upon tlie face of tlie famous 
statue ls blank. Poets and imagina¬ 
tive people have expended much elo¬ 
quence in describing lines which do 
not appear and are purely fanciful, 
and we have been told again and again 
that the solemn Immobility of Its ex¬ 
pression is “the ideal of mystery in 
stone.” One writer that 1 read the 
other day described It as having "a 
comeliness not of this world,” "a mold 
of beauty now forgotten—forgotten 
because Greece drew forth Oytherea 
from tlie flashing foam of the Aegean 
and In her Image created new forms of 
beauty.” While this sounds fine. It is 
preposterous rot. Washington Times. 

LABRADOR A BARREN WASTE. 

Hut for Fishermen No Human Being 
Witiihi Brent Its Solitude, 

The coast of Labrador Is the edge 
of a vast solitude of rocky hills, split 
ami blasted by the frosts and beaten 
by the waves of the Atlantic for un¬ 
known ages. A grand headland, yel¬ 
low, brown and blm k in its naked¬ 
ness, Is ever in sight, one to the 
north of you and one to tlie somU. 
Here and there upon them are strips 
and patches of pule green mosses, 
lean grasses and dwarf shrubbery. 
There are no forests except in Hamii 
ton inlet. Occasionally miles of preci¬ 
pices front the sea in which fancy 
may roughly shape all the structures 
of h.uman art. 

Store frequent than headlands and 
perpendicular sea fronts are the sea 
slopes, often bald and tame, and then 
the perfection of all that is pictur¬ 
esque and rough. In the interior the 
blue hills and stony vales that wind 
up from among them from the sea 
have a summer-like and pleasant air 

One finds himself peopling these re¬ 
gions and dotting their hills, valleys 
and wild shores with human habita 
tions. but a second thought and a 
mournful one it is, tells that no men 
toll in the fields away there, no w mi¬ 
en kei p the home off there, no chil¬ 
dren play by (he brooks or shout 
a rout d the country schoolhouse, no 
bees come home : the hive, no smoke 
curls from the farmhouse chimney. no 
orchard blooms, no bleating sheep 
flock the mountain side with white¬ 
ness and no heifer lows iu the twi¬ 
light. 

There is nobody there, there never 
was but a miserable and scattered 
few, and there never will he. It is 
a great and terrible wilderness, thou¬ 
sands of miles in extent and lone¬ 
some to the very wild animals and 
birds. Left to the still visitation of 
the light from the sun, moon and stars 
.and the auroral tires, it is only tit to 
look upon and then be given over to 
its primeval solitariness. 

But for the living things of its 
waters, the eod. salmon and seal, 
which brings thousands of fishermen 
| to its waters and traders to its bleak 
shores. Labrador would be as deso¬ 
late as Greenland. The time Is now 
coming when with good steamship 
| accommodations the invalid and tour¬ 
ist from the States will be found 
^ptnding the brief but lovely sum- 
j mer here, notwithstanding its rugged¬ 
ness and desolation.—Boston Tran¬ 
script.

United States Government Expenses 
Smallest Per Capita. 

The expenditures of the United 
States government are much less in 
proportion to population than those of 
many other of the leading nations of 
the world. This fact is shown by a 
statement just published by tlie De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor, 
through its bureau of statistics, show¬ 
ing the population, revenues, expendi¬ 
tures nnd Indebtedness of the princi¬ 
pal countries of the world. It shows 
that while the expenditure of the 
United States, with 80.000.000 people, 
is $640,000,(XX), that of the United 
Kingdom, with its 42,000,000 people, 
is $898,000,000; that of France, with 
39,000,000 people, is $695,000,000; that 
of Germany, with 58,000,01)0 people, 
$553,000,000; while in practically every 
country, aside from China and India, 
with their enormous population, the 
per capita of government expenditures 
is greater than in the United States. 

Even in the ease of Russia, with its 
population of 141.000.000. the per cap¬ 
ita of government expenditures ls 
about the same as that of the United 
| States. While It is true that a larger 
proportion of public expenditures is 
borne by state and local governments 
in the United States than In many of 
the more centralized governments o t 
Europe, these figures of the relative 
national expenditures of the various 
governments are at least interesting at 
the present time. 

The table puts the population of ths 
United States at 80,372.000, the gov¬ 
ernment expenditure in 1908 at $640,- 
232,000 and the per capita exponditurs 
$7.97. Tho per capita government ex¬ 
penditure of Canada is given at $9.30, 
the German Empire $9.45, Italy $10.97, 
Austria-Hungary $14.27, Belgium 
$17.40, Frntice $17.94, the United 
Kingdom $21.39 and Australia $37.69. 
Russia’s annual expenditure is put, 
for the latest available year, at $1,116,- 
095,000, as against $644.883,(HR) in the 
United States; but the fact that Rus¬ 
sia's population is given as 141.000,000 
brings the per capita expenditure to 
atsnit the figure shown by the United 
States.

PHANTOM ISL ES Of TH E PACIEIC 

Hundreds of Illusions Charted as Land. 


The Hydrographic Department of > 
the British Admiralty recently erased 
from the charts a group In the South 
Pacific known as the Royal Company's 
Islands. Every one of those large pro¬ 
jections of the world showing the 
boundlessness of the British Empire 
contains the name Royal Company's 
Islands attached to several dots south 
Of Tasmania. Not only Is the name 
there, but to prevent any misunder¬ 
standing or covetousness there is usual¬ 
ly printed under the name a thick red 
line to indicate that the territory is' 
British. But they are not British, ot 
American, or anything else but a flc- : 
tlon, and hereafter the big empire will 
be smaller by the loss of several isl¬ 
ands. 

About the same time the British 
were removing the Royal Company’s 
Islands with a penknife, the United 
States was sending out the cruiser Ta¬ 
coma to search, during the practice 
cruise to Hawaii, for another Island j 
which is charted on the tracks be- j 
tween San Francisco and the Sand- j 


47 degrees north and about 43 east. 
The map reproduced on this page is 
from a large atlas published by one 
of the best map publishers in 1855. 

Not only was It charted, but there 
was a widespread belief In its exist¬ 
ence, owing, no doubt, to the fact that 
it was shown In devery large atlas of 
the time. In spite of this belief there 
was no record of any ship having 
seen the lonely island. When the sub¬ 
marine cable had been laid between 
England and France and in various 
parts of the Mediterranean a cable to 
connect both sides of the Atlantic was 
naturally considered. 

The stretch was about 8,000 miles, 
and there was doubt as to the prac¬ 
ticability of the scheme. While' the 
discussion was going on, in the later 
■K)s, the proposition was put forward 
that by making a landing on Jaequet 
Island, a good deal of difficulty could 
be avoided. Jaequet Island then came 
in for a good deal of prominence, and 
that was Its undoing. A little Investi¬ 
gation proved Jaequet Island to be a 


1,800 “dangers” were reported. As in 
the former case, most of these were 
Islands, and opposite their names were 
the words, in bold-faced type “Position 
Doubtful” or “Existence Doubtful.” 
There had been by 1801 sufficient new 
' reports to fill a good-sized supplement, 
j Since then there have been only occa- 
j slonal addenda printed and distribut- 
! ed, and in the Hydrographic Office a 
draughtsman Is almost constantly em¬ 
ployed erasing phantoms which have 
! been unveiled, and putting down new 
I ‘islands” which may In turn prove to 
be fabulous. Within the last four 
years more than twenty-five mytholog¬ 
ical land spots in the Pacific have been 
taken off the charts, and about as 
many more have been added. 

One of the latest reports received 
by the office Is dated Bremen, April 
10. It Is given as a specimen of the 
fragmentary way In which these re¬ 
port* are received: “The Prinz Wal- 
demar Waltmas, on the voyage from 
, Banda to Berllnhafen, reports at 6:40 
a. m. on Dec. 17, in latitude 1 degree 
22 minutes south, longitude 130 de¬ 
grees 30 minutes east, saw a reef un¬ 
der water estimated to extend half a 
sea mile from S. 8. W. to N. N. E., 
about 100 meters broad.” Straight¬ 
way this Is entered on the records 
and placed on the chart, for If it re¬ 
ally does exist it Is a menace to navi¬ 
gation. It is something to be on the 
! lookout for, yet In a year or two it

■ary part of the government of every 
maritime nation. 

The Atlantic, being the first great 
ocean highway frequently used and 
•Iso being of lesser extent than the 
Pacific, was the first to have Its fa bn 
lous islands dissipated. The Island of 
Autilliu, called Heptapolls by Merca¬ 
tor a century later, clung on to the 
maps with great tenacity almost down 
to the nineteenth century. Antiilia, 
or the seven cities, was not only put 
down as an established material fact, 
but it was given a population. Ac¬ 
cording to the stories then believed, 
the Spanish, driveu out by the Moors, 
had taken possession." If the island 
•ver had an existence, there is noth¬ 
ing now to prove it. There were also 
several other equally popular and 
equally fabulous islands In the Atlan¬ 
tic, which navigators after the Middle 
Ages m oved to be existing only In the 
lively Imagination of a darker time. 
One of these was the island of the 
Irish Saint Brandon, belief in which 
was not thoroughly’ destroyed until the 
eighteenth century; another was Bra¬ 
zil Island, which did not appear to 
have any fixed habitation. It seemed 
to be a perfect derelict, when finally, 
about forty years ago, the British Ad¬ 
miralty removed it from the hydro- 
graphic charts. 

Of all the fabled Atlantic islands 
the most curious instance of persist¬ 
ent survival is to be found in Jaequet 
Island, which first made its appear¬ 
ance on the maps during the Middle 
Ages. On the old charts it Is shown 
«ff the Newfoundland coast at about 


myth, and the Atlantic cable was laid 
on the bottom of the ocean from one 
continent to the other without the re¬ 
lay Intended. Notwithstanding this 
terrible fall from power, the mythical 
spot remained on many maps until 
comparatively recent date. 

So numerous became recently dis¬ 
covered islands, reefs and shoals in 
the Pacific that in 1857 the United 
States Hydrographic Office prepared a 
register chart of these "dangers to 
navigation." The reason they were 
so called was because of the uncer¬ 
tainty of the existence of many of 
them. Having been reported they 
were presumed to exist, and. although 
some of them were never again visi¬ 
ble, they remained on the chart, for 
were they genuine and not noted on 
the navigation charts a vessel might 
strike one at night or on a misty day 
and go to the bottom. That many of 
the islands do exist seems to be evi¬ 
dent front the fact that every little 
while a ship Is lost and never after¬ 
ward heard of. The presumption is 
that site lias gone on one of the hidden 
reefs that ai'e not vet marked or are 
incorrectly charted. 

It was not long after the chart of 
llte reported du tiger* to navigation In 
the Pacific had been issued before 
mote information was brought, In one 
way or another, to the Hydrographic 
Office, and by 1866 this information 
had increased to such an extent that 
the chart became almost valueless, 
and it also showed the impracticabili¬ 
ty of issuing another chart. A volume 
was then published giving all the de¬ 
tails that had come to the knowledge 
of the office. In five years a new edi¬ 
tion. taking note only of the North 
Pacific, was published. 

In this volume there are described 
nearly 1,200 "dangers” reported in the 
Pacific north of the equator, and the 
greater number of the “daugors" afe 
mentioned as "islands," of which sub 
sequent inquiry has shown that the 
majority are as fabulous as the Isl 
and of Antlllla or as Jaequet Island. 

The South Pacific was the subject 
of a volume issued In 1870, In which

HiglitM of Women, 

Chief Justice Mason, of the Superior 
Court of Massachusetts, lately handed 
down a decision of more than usual 
Interest, because of Its being on Ihe 
rights of women. The case wan a stilt 
for divorce, brought by h Russian, who 
nuked separation from Ills wife on the 
ground of desertion. It came out dur¬ 
ing tlie trial that Ihe couple were mar 
rled in Russia some years ago Later 
the husband eatne to America. He 
tried to permiade Ills wife to come 
with him. und afterward sent her 
money and tickets, but she r-ifusixl, 
"The husband's right to determine the 
place of abode of the family,” sard 
the Judge, “is not an absolute right, 
but one which iiiiimI lx* exorcis *1 rea 
mutably. The wife's refusal to leave 
her kindred ami tlx* protection of the 
laws under which she has lived, and 
emigrate to a foreign country, the 
language of which was an unknown 
tongue to her. was not unreasonable, 
and did not constitute desertion.''

WAYS OF COSSACKS. 

How They Are Organized and Mobil¬ 
ized— Superior Cavalry. 

The latest and probably Hie most 
accurate description of the Cossacks 
has been published recently in Paris 
by Colonel de la Panouze, who is now 
retired from active service, after a bril¬ 
liant career as French officer of cav¬ 
alry and military attache to French 
embassies in some European countries, 
says the Hartford Times, lie says, 
among other things: 

“In Europe the Cossacks operate 
conjointly with the ordinary cavalry, 
but in Asia they are the only mounted 
troops of the Muscovite empire. * * * 
In exchange for a homestead and other 
privileges the Cossacks are hound to 
military service, and to furnish their 
horses, and equipment, uniforms, etc. 
There are, according to the official sta¬ 
tistics published in 1900 by the im¬ 
perial commission, 150 regiments of 
mounted Cossacks, three divisions, tif- 
ty-three sontuias or squadrons, eight¬ 
een battalions of infantry and forty- 
four batteries of light artillery—in all 
IDO,000 soldiers and non-commissioned 
officers. 

The mobilization of the Cossack, 
forces is rapidly made, without great 
expense of ink and paper. The mili¬ 
tary posts in the immense steppes, not 
being connected by telegraph lines, are 
served by "gonzy,” or couriers, having 
the best of the horses, and who stay 
permanently near Hie province govern¬ 
ors in order to carry their orders to tha 
log dwellings of the Cossacks. When 
the mobilization order reaches the cen¬ 
tral military administration of the 
province each gonetz starts, carrying 
in his right hand a small red flag in 
daytime and a red lantern at night, 
crying, "The Czar calls you I Mobili¬ 
zation!” In a moment all the village 
is up. 

On the high pole in front of the 
municipal building a red flag in day¬ 
time or a red lantern at night Is hoist¬ 
ed. All the men, accompanied by wom¬ 
en and children, start for the rallying 
place. All the men are clothed in their 
tinest caftans, of all colors. Nobody is 
missing; even sick men refuse to re¬ 
main behind. Those who would volun¬ 
tarily remain behind would not dare 
to return to the village; their mothers, 
wives or sisters would gouge out their 
eyes, as has happened several times. 

| The whole Russian Asiatic region 
from the Ural Mountains to Vladivos¬ 
tok is colonized by these Cossacks, to 
whom could be Joined the thousands of 
converted Mongols living along the 
frontier of Mongolia and Manchuria. 
Innumerable re-enforcements in cav¬ 
alry can be drawn by Russia to push 
toward the East. It is calculated that 
there are 80,000 horsemen along the 
railroad line of MouUden-N'ewehwang. 
There would be great danger for Japan 
if there was truth in the theory, ad¬ 
vanced by General PrjevalsU.v. that 
“25,000 Cossacks would be sufficient, if 
need be, to conquer the Chinese em¬ 
pire.”

This was 
wholly unexpected, since the Empress 
has hitherto bestowed her favors only’ 
on religious and philanthropic associa¬ 
tions. For two weeks there was a 
series of fetes by the foremost people 
of Berlin and German hospitality was 
deeply impressed upon the women who 
attended the gathering. As a govern¬ 
ment might feel over the peaceful 
conquest of a new territory, so do the 
women rejoice over the addition of 
Germany to the roll of friendly States.

AUTOS MUST SLOW DOWN

Monday’s session of the Board of 
Supervisors was attended by all the 
i members. 

The Recorder collected fees during 
the month of July amounting to 
81 >54.75. 

The Assessor collected the follow¬ 
ing sums; Poll tax, 8490; personal 
property tax, 8987.95. Total, 81477.95. 
Of this sum he returned commissions 
amounting to 81112.75. 

The License Collector’s collections 
were 8909, of which he returned 8G0 
as commission. 

« The Tax Collector gathered in dur¬ 
ing the month the sum of 81299.95. 

The tees collected by the County 
Clerk during the month were 8189.80. 

The Shoriil’s report showed : Fees 
collected and due the county, 811.152; 
mileage earned, 89.75. Prisoners 
boarded, 18; cost of same, 8221. 

The Health Officer reported the 
general health of the county fair. He 
had quarantined and fumigated one 
house with scarlet fever, lie issued 
i 987 burial permits and collected 8987 
i for same; also, 8 removal permits and 
collected 880 for same. All the money 
j was turned over to the Treasurer. 

Henry Ward Brown asked that the 
consideration of the proposed ceuio

The prospect ot a 810,000 damage 
suit against the county caused some¬ 
what of a ripple of excitement, but it 
soon died out. 

In a communication Edward M. Rit¬ 
ter, a San Francisco attorney, de¬ 
manded two propositions. One was 
for the payment of 810,000 to Michael 
Sullivan, a yonug blacksmith, who 
has an establishment on Mission 
street, San Francisco, and the other 


was for a conference between all par- 
< ties interested. 

it appears that Sullivan was driving 
along one of the roads of this county 
on May 17th last, when his horse was 
frightened by a road sprinkler and 
ran away. Sullivan was hurled 
against a telegraph pole and injured. 
He claimed the accident was owing to 
the carelessness and negligence of the 
driver. He claims damages in the 
following sums; Damage to cart, 
825; loss of business due to inability 
to attend through injuries, 8:4090; 
personal injuries, 89000: doctor’s 
bills, 8975; total. 810,000. 

The matter was referred to the I)is- ! 
trict Attorney. 

District Attorney Bullock presented 
a draft of an ordinance which will 
effectually dampen the ardor of the ; 
scorching antomobilist. He explain- j 
ed that the proposed law was drawn ; 
after consultation with the Sheriff, 
who has been receiving complaints in¬ 
numerable of late. 

The ordinance provides that each 
person who desires to operate an au¬ 
tomobile in this county must obtain 
a permit from the County Clerk, in 
order to secure this permit the appli¬ 
cant. must give satisfactory proof of 
his or her ability to operate success- j 
fully. The name, age ami residence 
of the applicant must be given, also 
the name of the owner must be given. 
The permit must, always be with the 
holder in case of the demand to in¬ 
spect the same by an officer. The 
number of the permit must lie painted 
in large letters on the lamps of the 
machine. 

On level roads the speed must not 
exceed 15 miles per hour, and on 
mountain roads not more than 5 
miles. The operator must slow down 
to 9 miles an hour on approaching a 
team, and on a signal from the driver 
of any vehicle must come to a stop. 
Gasoline bicycles are also included in 
the above restrictions. The penalty 
for violation is imprisonment for not 
more than six months or a tine of not 
less than 850 nor more than 8500. 

The Board is determined to put a 
stop to the reckless autoroobiling 
which has been indulged in in this 
county in the past, and in this the 
members will lie joined by the Sher- 
ilf. * it should be stated, in justice to 
the law-abiding owners of autos in 
this county that they are heartily in 
accord with any reasonable restric¬ 
tions. it is a recognized fact that 
the majority of the law breakers are 
from San Francisco, who have a 
wholesome disregard for any law or 
regulation which finds its inception 
in the country. They will soon Hnd, 
however, that their reign of terror 
along the roads of this county will 
soon end. The ordinance will lie 
passed at probably the next meeting. 

Attorney Geo. C. Ross presented, 

• on behalf of Mrs. A. S. Easton, a map 
of the new subdivision known us Lo- 
mita Park, and asked the Board to 
accept the same. A number of the 
avenues were accepted. 

The Court House contractors pre¬ 
sented a bill for 81200 for work done, 
but the Finance Committee failed to 
pass upon it. The claim is for part 
payment of extra cost of raising the 
basement one foot.

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HIGH SCHOOL FRATEKMTSLS AND SORORITIES. 

By J*rof. Wilbur S. Jaikman, Inlrerslty ol Chicago. 

■ ■ ■ | The most enlightened sentiment of the present 
time regards the school ns a social institution. In 
f7 making inquiry. therefore, into the value of fra- 
ffl ternity life among the children it is necessary to 
gj test it entirely in accordance with its power to 

tr contribute to tlie welfare of the school as a social 
f whole. The school, being a social organization. 
jR has a right to demand Uiat every individual con- 
tribute the best that is In him to the good of all. 
In making this contribution it is perfectly natural that 
much should be done through groups around certain centers 
that have definite idenls. The groups being formed, the 
school, however, still lias the right to exact the same things 
from them that it does from the individuals. If. now, the 
fraternities and sororities are so contributing, if they are 
wielding an influence that is tending to blond all the diverse 
interests of tho school towards one end. the social uplift of 
all, how does it happen that in schools where these societies 
exist the class rooms and corridors are thronged with those 
who are shivering under the frost of ostracism? Here is a 
system, masquerading as social, which, at best, is indiffer¬ 
ent to the good influences which great numbers of Ibe pupils 
might exert and. at the worst, it deliberately sets about 
preventing the individual from giving his best to the school. 
Whether in the fraternity or out of it, there is no difference 
in principle. The good that the fraternity seeks Is the good 
of the small coterie composing it—it is distinctly selfish and 
narrow. To assume anything else is ridiculous, for if it 
were really the good of the whole it could not and would 
not confine its membership to a few. It is essentially aris¬ 
tocratic, and it must, therefore, come into direct conflict 
with the proper organization of the school, which Is essen¬ 
tially democratic. 

The spirit of Itie American parent is against the spirit of 
(lie fraternity. When oue contrasts the effect upon the 
dlmraeter of his child that a school will have which is 
broken up into fraternity factions with the effect which a 
training for a similar lengih of time would have in an 
Institution founded upon the principles that govern Hull 
House or which dominated the Cook County Normal School, 
there is simply but one conclusion possible. The one trains 
the pupils at this most teachable period of their lives in all 
the old social prejudices and traditions that tho race is 
doing its best to slough off; the other broadens and deepens 
the sympathies; it schools the older in the care of the 
younger, and it teaches the younger to trust the older. It 
trains the strong to look after the weak, that the strength 
of the latter may be more surely conserved. In flue, it 
educates into that broad citizenship which constitutes the 
true democratic state. 

STOCK JOBBING AS A FORM 0L PARESIS.

Since the days of Juvenal satirists have scored 
mi pursuit of speculative wealth as a vice peculiar 
Ejf to modern times. The speculator bus had his 
part, however, in all ages, and forestalling or 
Mj monopoly has been a crime against which the 
Jr fanatic law maker has always launched Ills legal 
JL bolts In vain. Even the coi-poration of the swiiul- 

y&Jv ling variety is old. Of the close of the seven- 

HH—teenth century Macaulay draws the following pic¬ 
ture: "An impatience to be rich, a contempt for those slow 
but sure gains which are tile proper reward of Industry, pa¬ 
tience, and thrift spread through society, the spirit of the 
cogging dicers of white frairs took possession of the grave 
senators of the city, wardens of trades, deputies, aldermen. 
It was much easier and much more lucrative to put forth a 
lying prospectus announcing a new stock, to persuade ig¬ 
norant people that the dividends could not fall short of t !0 
per cent, and to part with £5,000 of this imaginary wealth 
for 10,000 solid guineas than to load a ship with a well 
chosen cargo for Virginia or the Levant. Every day some 
new bubble was puffed into existence, rose buoyant, shone 
bright, and was forgotten.” 

One great barometer of the social pressure resulting 
on stock Jobbing is paretic dementia, or paresis, us it is 
popularly called. While Mils disorder has probably always 
existed, it was first pointed out by the great English neu¬ 


rologist, Willis, in Ihe seventeenth century. It is found onlj 
In countries with a speculative commercial atmosphere. The 
Influence of such an atmosphere is excellently shown in 
the fact that parotic dementia is far more frequent among 
the negroes in Chicago than those in New York, and !-• 
practically unknown among the negroes in tho South. This 
is due to the fact that the negro in Chicago is treated as an 
equal in commerce and polities and is thoroughly under the 
influence of the speculative atmosphere which permeates 
the commerce of the city. The same influence is shown 
In the undue proportion of paretic dementia among the 
Irish, which is much greater than in New York City. And 
this arises from the Irish in Chicago being much more ad 
dieted to speculation than those in New York. To my 
personal knowledge Irish women, who in New York would 
simply hoard their money and keep away from all specula 
tion, here deal in options on wheat and pork. 

Not every organism can take paretic dementia in a spec¬ 
ulative atmosphere since there must likewise be acquired 
predisposing causes, generally wbat is euphemistically 
called blood poison, which, whether innocently acquired or 
not, creates a tendency to paretic dementia. All other 
things being equal, the man of strong constitution is more 
likely to be attacked by pnretie dementia, since the weaker 
breaks down in nervous prostration. Fortunately, the pa 
tient rarely lasts over four years and the disease is not 
hereditary. It Is, however, the danger signal of commercial 
civilization. 

MEN WHO ABANDON THEIR EAMIIIES.

_1 Men who abandon their wives and children 
ItfJ should be made to answer for their crimes. In 
wf May of tills year the Forty-third General Assem 
#7 bly of Illinois passed a much needed amendment 
Kj to our abandonment law. Under the old law a 

F term in the county jail did not benefit tho family; 

JL and, more unsatisfactory still, the lazy, shiftless 

man, who never did make any pretense at work, 
found the idle life, with free food and shelter, 
entirely to his liking. Now. any person who shall, with¬ 
out good cause, abandon bis wife, and neglect or refuse to 
maintain or provide for her; or who shall abandon his or 
her minor children, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than ip 100 nor more thnn $500, or by Imprisonment in the 
county jail, house of correction, or workhouse not less than 
oue month nor more than twelve months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment; and should a fine be Imposed it 
may be directed by the court to be paid In whole or in part 
to the wife or to the guardian or custodian of the minor 
child or children. 

Men who abandon their families without good cause 
may be divided into four classes. The first includes those 
who eotne from foreign shores. They leave without any 
premeditated thought of final separation. In time, however, 
with thousands of miles between, the picture of loved ones 
grows dim in the distance. The men grow to like the ways 
of our country. New ties are formed, which, unfortunately, 
supplant the old. 

A second class are lliose who lack the moral courage to 
face temporary disappointments or troubles. Men go away 
under pressure of circumstances, conscious in some in¬ 
stances that their presence is more of a hindrance than n 
help to their families. They are well aware that relief 
agencies will not help so long us the able bodied men are 
about; and so they leave, knowing the community will as 
same the duties which they cannot carry. 

A third class includes those who deliberately plan to 
leave their families, and are known as the criminal type. 

The fourth class are the men who leave their wives and 
children, but who earn n fair livelihood in the city, and 
make no pretense at leaving it. Moral suasion goes a great 
way in adjusting the difficulties in cases of this kind. 

The man who commits theft lias comparatively little 
oliauee to escape punishment. If we find it essential to 
punish the man who steals $10 worth of merchandise, he 
who deprives Ills wife and helpless children of their nat¬ 
ural rights to his protection and support, thus robbing the 
home of Its sanctity and society of Its morals, should not lie 
allowed to atone for nil his sins on a mere promise, lie 
should not lie dealt with lightly before a tribunal that 
stands for justice and the enforcement of the law.
